With little fanfare and none of the 
turmoil that marked recent 
reapportionment plans in 
Sacramento, the county Board of 
Supervisors approved changes 
last week in the boundaries for the 
five board seats 

The new lines in the West End and 
Fontana will make it easier for 
residents to know which supervisor 
represents them. Ontario and 
Fontana will no longer be divided 
between two supervisorial districts. 

Reapportionment will be in effect 
well before the board elections in 
June 1982. The plan will be up for 
final approval next week, and the or- 
dinance becomes law 30 days later. 

The 2nd and 4th districts are in the 
West End. As Supervisor Robert 
Townsend noted at the board 
session, he now -has the easiest 
district to describe. 

The new 2nd District, which he 

represents, includes all of the cities 
of Ontario, Montclair and Chino. 
The unincorporated areas are the 
Chino Hills and other communities 
around Chino and the pockets of 
unincorporated areas south of 
Montclair and Ontario. On the east, 
the district’s boundary is Etiwanda 
‘Avenue, the eastern edge of Ontario 
city limits. 
- 'Townsend’s current district takes 
in south Fontana, Bloomington and 
Rialto. These areas were dropped 
from the 2nd District. ‘ 

The new 4th District, represented 
by Supervisor Cal McElwain, still 
contains all of Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga, along with the 


unincorporated San Antonio Heights — 


north of Upland. 

McElwain picks up south Fontana 
and the rest of the large 
unincorporated. area surrounded by 
Fontana, Ontario and Rancho 
Cucamonga; only part of which was 
previously in his district.

Wherever possible, Clinton said, 
the rea ent plan avoids 
dividing boundaries of other 
governmental districts. The fewer 
crossings of district boundaries, the 
less elections cost to run, he added. 

McElwain loses the area of 
Ontario north of Holt Boulevard now 
in his district and the Rancho Verde 


- area, part of which is in Rialto and 


part of which is just outside that 
city. 
The existing district line divides 
Fontana at Randall Avenue and 
McElwain has represented the area 
north of that street. His district will 
continue to have Lytle Creek. 

Under state law, the supervisors 
had to have a reapportionment plan 
in place by Nov. Ti the tak Would 
have been thrown to a committee of 
three other elected county officials. 
State Iw also seta the standard that 
population differences among the 
districts not vary more. than 3 
percent from the idea! number for 
equal! representation. .

Upland officers fear more cutbacks Upland teachers

Upland police officers are 
wondering if the cutbacks in the 
department's education incentive 
program aré just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

And city officials are wondering 
how, with state cutbacks here and 
federal cutbacks looming ahead, 
how the city will pay for its police 
protection. 

The Upland City Council last 
week approved a revision in the 
police department’s educational in- 
centive program that would grant 
an officer a one-time payment of a 

percentage of his annual salary for 


his Eo eeadeenc achievements. Of- 


ficers hired before Sept. 1 will con- 
tinue to receive an ongoing addition 
to their paycheck for as long as they 


6 percent increase would place the 
district in a precarions financial 


position.

20 percent of the county’s 
population. With the current lines, 
the populations range from 15.8 
percent, 141,142, in the Sth District 
to 22.6 percent, 201,842 in the 2nd 
District.

When John Ingrao Jr. was pro- 
moted to captain of the Chino 
Police Department last spring, his 
father, John Ingrao Sr., who had 
served for years as captain of the 
police reserve, could feel the ten- 
sion slowly building. 

‘It: was one thing to have his son 
in the reserves and teach him how 
to. be a good cop; and it seemed 
only natural to have him join the 
regular force later and work his 
way upwards from patrtolman to 
lieutenant. Dad would still be in 
charge. 

That such an arrangement had 
always worked well was evi- 
deficed by the fact that less than a 
year ago when John dJr., along 
with the rest of his five brothers 
and sisters, had presented John 
Sr. with a document proclaiming 
him ‘‘The Greatest’ Father in the 
World.” 


But ‘with the latest promotion 
the son would outrank the father, 
and the turnabout, the Ingraos 
knew, would create conflicts. 

So on Sept. 1 John Ingrao Sr. 
retired from the Chino police re-- 
serves, the organization he per- 
sonified for 22 years and has built 
tato the finest of its size in South- 
ern California.

boxing, so a brother-in-law talked 
him into some amateur fighting 
when he was 14. After winning 
several of his fights, he was pitted 
against the Michigan State ama- 
teur flyweight champion. 


“He nearly killed me,’’ Ingrao 
shook his head. “He broke my 
nose; cracked a couple of my ribs, 

ly. Tt tock me the 
better part of a year to recover.” 

But ‘once he did, he was un- 
stoppable. He became a Golden 
Gloves champ when he was 16 and 
turned professional when he was 


19. 

He abruptly ended a promising 
career when he got married in 
1936. 

“Boxing kept me away from my 
wife ‘for two or three weeks at a 
time,” he explained. “I didn’t like 
that. Then my first son was born. 
I found that’ at heart I really 
enjoyed my family more than 
‘anything else.” 

He moved to Temple City in 
1947 and to Chino 10 years later to 
follow the postwar boom in con- 
struction. 

In 1949 he joined the police 
reserve, and two years later 
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control and served on regular 
trol. 

In addition, he served as range- 
master of the Chino police depart 
ment in charge of firearms 
training and marksmanship. 

He rose through the ranks and 
became captain of the reserves in 
1960, a volunteer position he has 
held since then. : F 

During that tenure he has 
helped to train virtually every 
regular and reserve officer in the 
department. For a brief period in 
1978, while the police chief and his 
staff were gone on a training 
mission, Ingrao filled in as acting 
chief. 

His awards and recognitions fill 
several scrapbocks. They include 
a citation from the California 
State Assembly for outstanding 
citizenship and community serv- 
ice in 1977 and an award from the 
Chino City Council for outstanding 
and dedicated service in 1976. He 
has a letter of commendation 
from Assemblyman John: Briggs 
for saving the life of a Los Ange- 
les police officer in 1967 after a 
hit-and-run accident. ss 

And although he no longer 
heads the reserves - a job he 
misses already - Police Chief Jim 
Anthony will not allow him to 
retire altogether. 

‘Anthony has appointed Ingrao- 
senior rangemaster, a volunteer 
position that makes him responsi- 
ble only to the chief.

Rev. Lenox, 79, 
busily retired

The Rev. G. Merrill Lenox retired in 1970 after 44 
years in active service as an American Baptist pastor. 


_ Well, he didn’t really retire in 1970. He just moved to 


“Pilgrim Place in Claremont and became the first 
“executive director of the Pomona Valley Council of 
Churches, serving from May of 1970 through August of

“Retired”’ is a relative term when applied to someone: 
like Rev. Lenox. Now 79 years old, he continues to 
maintain a very vigorous schedule, serving on the 
ministerial staff of the Claremont United Methodist 
Church, editing the Pilgrim Place newspaper, serving as 


secretary for the Claremont Committee of the PVCC,. 


championing several causes of social justice, and being 
an active advocate for inter-church cooperation and 
ecumenical involvement... 


~ "he ‘early history of the PVCC might have beed 


entirely different were it not for Rev. Lenox’s leadership 
and experience. He came to the Pomona Valley after 
serving 21 years as the executive director of the 


Metropolitan Detroit ‘Council of Churches, serving in a . 


dual capacity as director of the Michigan council for 11 
of those years. After leaving Detroit he had two years of 
service as director of the Ann Arbor council, before 
retirement lured. him from the midwest to sunny 
Southern California where ‘‘the living is easy and the 
pace is slow and leisurely”, according to the travel 
brochures. Not: so for-G. Merrill. 


In 1970 the PVCC was officially two years old, having 
passed its by-laws in 1968. Sme years before, however, 
small groups of churches, 1. ostly in Claremont and 
Pomona, were meeting together to sponsor cooperative 
programs, and gradually the idea of a Valley-wide 
Council began to take shape.

Historic Deerfield greets you 
with history, and lives within it

=DEERFIELD, Mass. — It was a standard highway 
sign, black letters on a yellow background that read, 
“'Thickly Settled.” f 

-For motorists entering an 18th century town, it seemed 
the right touch. Just a short turn off the paved highway 
and there it was — an exquisite mile known as Historic 
Deerfield. ; 
“It is a living town. Many of the homes on the ‘‘Street”’ 
are occupied by Deerfield Academy faculty, but there 
are many other houses open for visitors, so many that 
one could stay two days, if not-three or four. 

Settlers started defending this land long before the 
Revolutionary War. The area was settled in 1669, then 
there were devastating Indian attacks, the last in 1704. 
Hard to believe now, there was once the frontier. 

Less than an hour’s drive away, also in the Connecticut 
River Valley and just south of Springfield, the town of 
Longmeadow beckons with homes that are set back on 
lush lawns on either side of the longest village green in 
New England. ‘ 

On about 70 houses — almost ali private residences — 
small signs with a white star on a red background iden- 
tify those built in the 1700s, white on blue for 1800s. Some 
houses have an additional sign with a tricorn hat, plus a 
star for each family member who fought with the militia 
in the 1770s. 

For three centuries Longmeadow has sent men to war, 
their memory honored with plaques, in the middle of the 
green, that span from 1675 with the Colonial Wars 
through Vietnam. 

This might be called a Tale of Two Towns — Deerfield 
and Longmeadow. — as much Patriot Country as Lex- 
ington, Concord and Boston to the east. Deerfield is keen 
on tourism, Longmeadow is quieter, ‘but both are im- 
pressive examples of the area’s many historic villages. 

“The Street is one measured mile, running North and 
South. ... There is a gate at each end of the Street and 
about 60 houses in better style, than in any of the Towns I 
saw.” From the diary of the Rev. Wiliam Bentley, on a 
visit to Deerfield in 1782. 

In a sense, things have changed very little since then. 
And to make sure they didn’t, Helen Geier Flynt and her 
late husband, Henry N. Flynt, founded Historic Deerfield | 
in 1952 to carry on the preservation of the village. Now, it 
maintains 12 houses as museums. Just a sampling of a 
few of these houses is rich stuff. 

More than four might be hard to'remember. Visitor 
headquarters is Hall Tavern, where the staff 
enthusiastically makes sure one sees as much as possi- 
ble: 

Each house - museum is set up for-a 45 - minute guided 


tour. 

Inside the Silver Shop were the workroom and tools of 
a silversmith, gleaming in the next room, a bountiful 
array of American and English silver. Among the 
makers, Revere, his last name stamped boldly on his 
work. it was the custom for Amerran Silversmith: to 
put their “touch marks” on the outside. On a top shelf 
was ‘a bowl similar to that received by thousands: of 
brides, but this was a real Revere item, with the luster 
of age and two centuries of polishing. _ 

Across the streét and down a ways is the Sheldon - 
Hawks house, built in 1743. George Sheldon, Deerfield’s 
historian, was born here in 1818. At age 98, completing 
his last book on the town, he announced to his wife he was 
going to die that day — and did. /

The house displays both the more primitive New 
England furnishings and the more elegant. Entering 
through the kitchen, one’s attention is immediately 
drawn to a rope bed tied upright against a wall. It was let 
down at night, a custom in many homes, for in winter the 
kitchen was the warmest room in the house. 

Hanging from two. wooden cranes over the open 
fireplace were dried flowers and dishcloths — and no 
doubt, laundry was once hung there to dry in winter. A 
long 17th century tavern table and ladder-back chairs 
were also in the room. The fireplace was back-to-back 
with another.— summer and winter kitchens. 

The house is paneled in pine, the floors are of wide 
planks. A collection of the first Chinese export porcelain 
to comé to Deerfield graces a front parlor. The guide 
points out that the 18th century Hast Massachusetts 
walnut highboy has the original brass fittings, The next 
room contains a beautiful block front desk — made from 
one “block” of mahogany. A lacquered looking glass said 
to havé once belonged to Peregrine White, the first child 
born after the Pilgrims landetl in America, hangs on a 
wall in the hall: 


A rope bed and an 18th century white nightgown that . 


hangs nearby add a distinctive touch to each of the 
bedrooms: upstairs — all of which display period fur- 
nishings placed as they would have been in the past. ' 

This is but a brief sampling. Among others, the Allen 
House, built in 1720, now displays the Flynts’ collection 
of Boston and Connecticut Valley furniture while the 1824 
Wright House has Chippendale and Federal pieces. 

In Longmeadow; about 20 Minutemen trained on “The 
Green” before they left to join the militia in Boston after 
the battle of Concord and Lexington. It. was then a quiet 
little farming town. It’s now ‘an elegant suburb of 
Springfield. 

__ A group of farmers settled on the ‘‘long meddowe’’ by 
the banks of the Connecticut River in 1644, but after 
several floods, the community was eventually moved up 
the hill. Today the original meadow is a favored spot of 
bird-watchers — part of the area is the Fannie Stebbins

Lewis’ current 37th District takes in parts of both San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties, He said recently he 
would run in San Bernardino County, noting his roots and 
political base are here. : 

Cities in Los Angeles County now in the 35th District 
would be in the 33rd District under the plan. That district 
is now represented by Republican Wayne Grisham of 
Whittier, see to put Dreier in the position of having 
to run against a fellow Republican incumbent no matter 
which side of the county line he chooses. . 

Dreier said all three Republicans want to avoid 
running against each, adding, ‘I’m pretty sure we'll 
come to an agreement.”
